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CHAIRMAN'S  STATEMENT 


In  one  respect  —  the  value  of  the 
Foundation's  assets  —  the  Foundation 
ended  the  year  about  where  it  began. 
To  be  sure,  however,  the  beginning 
and  ending  points  were  bookends  to 
a  volatile  chapter  of  significant  asset 
growth  followed  by  equally  dramatic 
shrinkage.  Much  has  been  and  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  said  about  the  causes  of 
the  October  19  market  collapse  and 
about  steps  to  prevent  its  reoccur¬ 
rence.  Investor  confidence,  under¬ 
standably  shaken,  has  resulted  in  a 
generally  cautious  outlook  about  the 
future. 

One  consequence  of  the  continued 
state  of  market  uncertainty  has  been 
a  concern  understandably  expressed 
by  charitable  organizations  whose 
programs  and  services  rely  signifi¬ 
cantly  on  gift  support.  The  planning 
process  for  these  organizations  has 
been  made  unusually  difficult.  It  is 
not  surprising,  therefore,  that  foun¬ 
dations  have  been  asked  frequently 
about  the  level  of  their  support  in  the 
immediate  future. 

On  the  one  hand,  it  seems  reasonably 
clear  that  the  required  level  of  grant 
funds  to  be  committed  in  1988  will  be 
less  than  in  1987,  simply  because  the 
payout  requirements  governing 
foundations  are  based  on  the  market 
value  of  their  assets.  Absent  material 
improvement  above  early  1988  market 
levels  (and  avoiding  for  this  discus¬ 
sion,  perhaps  naively,  any  further 
market  deterioration)  one  could 
predict  that  grant  activity  in  1988

would  be  ten  to  fifteen  percent  below 
that  in  1987.  On  the  other  hand,  there 
are  potentially  offsetting  factors  which 
can  and  likely  will  minimize  such  a 
reduction.  First,  income  from  founda¬ 
tion  assets  is  not  likely  to  be  affected 
significantly  by  the  lower  market 
values.  If  this  view  holds,  foundations 
will  have  the  capability  of  maintaining 
recent  grant  levels.  A  second  and 
related  factor  is  that  early  indications 
from  the  foundation  community 
suggest  a  commitment  to  hold  the  line 
in  1988,  or  remain  fairly  close  to  it.  This 
is  the  posture  adopted  by  the  Trustees 
of  The  Kresge  Foundation. 

In  this  discussion,  one  should  be 
reminded  that  89%  of  all  giving  in  this 
country  comes  from  individuals,  and 
that  foundations  and  corporations 
represent  only  5.9%  and  5.1%,  respec¬ 
tively,  of  the  total.  This  leads  to  a  third 
positive  factor  at  play.  A  major  effort  is 
underway  —  a  campaign  to  enhance 
the  philanthropic  ethic  of  individuals 
in  our  country.  Sponsored  by  the 
Independent  Sector,  the  Daring  Goals 
For  A  Caring  Society  effort  has  resulted 
in  the  initiation  of  campaigns  to 
increase  individual  giving  and  volun¬ 
teering  in  two  dozen  major  cities.  One 
such  effort,  one  which  involves  active 
Kresge  Foundation  representation,  has 
been  undertaken  in  the  metropolitan 
Detroit  area  by  a  group  of  100  commu¬ 
nity  leaders  representing  business, 
education,  local  government,  philan¬ 
thropic  and  voluntary  service  organiza¬ 
tions.  While  it  is  much  too  early  to 
assess  the  impact  of  Metro  Detroit 
GIVES  (MDG),  there  is  reason  for 
optimism,  based  on  the  results  of  a 
survey  conducted  by  Market  Opinion 
Research  regarding  this  area's 
individual  giving  and  volunteering 
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patterns  and  the  motivations  for 
them.  Through  planned  public  aware¬ 
ness  efforts  and  a  variety  of  commu¬ 
nity-based  activities,  the  MDG 
program  will  focus  on  increasing  the 
number  of  individuals  who  volunteer 
and  contribute,  as  well  as  the  levels 
of  commitment  of  existing  volunteers 
and  contributors. 

Important  benefits  will  result  from 
MDG  and  the  similarly  focused  efforts 
across  the  country.  For  charitable 
organizations,  the  increased  sources 
of  financial  and  volunteer  support  will 
permit  them  to  strengthen  and  ex¬ 
pand  the  programs  and  services 
which  are  so  vital  to  the  well-being  of 
society.  For  the  individuals  who  give 
and  volunteer,  there  will  be  the 
personal  satisfaction  which  derives 
from  the  spirit  and  practice  of  active 
citizenship  and  personal  community 
service. 


For  the  third  time  since  1974,  The 
Kresge  Foundation  invited  assess¬ 
ment  and  comment  about  its  policies 
and  procedures.  In  early  January, 
questionnaires  were  mailed  to  all  960 
organizations  that  received  grants 
between  1980  and  mid-1986.  Similar 
questionnaires  were  mailed  to  one- 
third  of  the  organizations  whose 
proposals  were  declined  in  1985  and 
1986,  a  total  of  500.  The  survey 
questions,  a  tabulation  of  the  re¬ 
sponses  and  comparison  with  earlier 
findings,  and  resultant  Foundation 
commentary  are  contained  in  a  report 
which  was  widely  distributed  and 


continues  to  be  available  upon 
request. 

Brief  mention  is  warranted  here 
regarding  the  response  to  the  two 
questions  which  dealt  with  our  central 
policy.  First,  should  the  Foundation 
retain  its  principal  focus  of  making 
grants  in  support  of  capital  projects, 
specifically  for  facility  construction  or 
renovation  and  the  purchase  of  major 
capital  equipment?  Second,  should 
the  partial  giving  or  challenge  grant 
concept  continue  to  be  incorporated 
in  the  Foundation's  commitments? 
The  survey  results  and  comparisons 
with  earlier  data  made  clear  that  there 
is  increasingly  strong  support  —  now 
91%  of  grantees  and  86%  of  those 
declined  —  for  our  focus  on  capital 
projects.  Mentioned  with  some  fre¬ 
quency,  however,  was  interest  in  our 
providing  some  form  of  endowment 
support.  In  fact,  there  has  been  an 
increase  in  proposals  for  projects 
whose  funding  goals  include  operat¬ 
ing  and  maintenance  or  other,  general 
endowment.  As  to  the  challenge 
component,  it  also  received  succes¬ 
sively  greater  support  —  now  80%  of 
grantees  and  63%  of  those  declined; 
the  somewhat  lower  percentages  than 
those  for  capital  grants  reflect  the 
understandable  concern  of  some 
organizations  that  their  donor  base  is 
limited  and  thus  less  able  to  respond 
to  a  challenge  grant  commitment. 

Following  a  thorough  Staff  and  Trustee 
review  of  the  survey  results,  it  was 
concluded  that  the  Foundation's 
central  policy  of  making  challenge 
grants  for  capital  projects  would  be 


retained,  although  with  flexibility  to 
allow  for  differences  in  institutional 
character,  size  and  need.  It  was  also 
concluded  that  clarification  and  more 
emphasis  should  be  given  to  the 
incorporation  in  the  challenge  strat¬ 
egy,  when  desired,  of  raising  an 
endowment  component,  either  re¬ 
stricted  specifically  to  facility  mainte¬ 
nance,  or  for  general  endowment 
within  the  context  of  a  larger  cam¬ 
paign.  Such  an  expansion  of  the 
challenge  concept  is  now  addressed 
in  the  Foundation's  printed  materials. 

The  Foundation  conducted  a  second 
survey  in  1987,  though  much  more 
narrowly  focused.  For  years  our  stated 
policies  have  permitted  applications 
for  major,  capital  equipment  as  well 
as  for  bricks  and  mortar  projects.  And 
yet,  the  Foundation  has  received 
relatively  few  applications  in  this  area. 
Moreover,  the  National  Science 
Foundation,  various  studies  con¬ 
ducted  by  educational  associations 
and  congressional  committees,  and 
students  and  faculty  alike  all  have 
reported  in  similar  fashion  about  the 
obsolescence  of  scientific  equipment 
and  science  laboratories  on  college 
and  university  campuses.  To  seek 
guidance  on  this  matter,  a  survey  was 
conducted  of  158  college  and  univer¬ 
sity  Presidents.  The  results  were  quite 
clear.  The  Presidents  agreed  that 
equipment  needs  were  severe  but  that 
gifts  for  this  purpose  were  difficult  to 
raise.  And,  given  our  policy  of  allow¬ 
ing  only  one  application  per  year, 
their  preference  was  for  the  traditional 
bricks  and  mortar  challenge  grants, 
where  they  hoped  to  secure  larger 
grants  within  the  context  of  major 
construction  and  renovation  projects 


—  and  where  they  had  more  confi¬ 
dence  in  utilizing  the  challenge 
requirement  associated  with  our 
grants. 

Taking  this  concern  to  heart,  the 
Foundation  has  undertaken  a  Science 
Initiative.  Beginning  April  1,  1988, 
and  for  a  period  of  two  years,  an 
organization  may  pursue  a  dual  track 
with  the  Foundation.  A  special  pro¬ 
gram  of  awarding  grants  to  upgrade 
equipment  within  science  classrooms 
and  research  laboratories  will  be 
available  to  colleges  and  universities, 
medical  schools,  teaching  hospitals 
and  research  institutions  —  while  at 
the  same  time  allowing  those  institu¬ 
tions  to  make  applications  for  more 
traditional  bricks  and  mortar  chal¬ 
lenge  grants. 

While  details  and  application  proce¬ 
dures  regarding  this  Science  Initiative 
are  available  in  a  pamphlet  published 
specifically  for  this  purpose,  one 
important  policy  component  should 
be  mentioned  here.  A  condition  of  a 
grant  commitment  within  this  pro¬ 
gram  is  that  prior  to  actual  grant 
payment  the  institution  must  have 
raised  permanent  endowment  —  the 
amount  dependent  on  the  size  of  the 
project  —  restricted  to  the  future 
upgrading  of  the  equipment  and 
related  facility.  Were  grant  funds  to  go 
no  further  than  to  upgrade  present 
equipment  and  related  spaces,  the 
program  would  only  address  the 
immediate  problem,  not  the  future. 
Similar  deferred  maintenance  would 
most  likely  recur  if  a  repair  and 
replacement  fund  were  not  provided. 
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On  September  21,  1987  the  Trustees 
announced  the  retirement  of  William 
H.  Baldwin,  who  served  the  Founda¬ 
tion  as  a  Trustee  since  1963,  as  its  Pres¬ 
ident  from  1966  to  1978  and  as  its 
Chairman  from  1978  until  his  retire¬ 
ment.  During  Bill  Baldwin's  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  Foundation,  its  assets  grew 
from  $160  million  to  over  $1  billion, 
and  its  annual  grant  total  rose  from 
$4.4  million  to  approximately  $50 
million. 

Undergirding  Bill  Baldwin's  widely  re¬ 
spected  leadership  were  a  number  of 
professional  and  personal  charac¬ 


teristics.  A  keen  intellect,  sound  judg¬ 
ment,  forthrightness,  and  an  ability 
to  express  himself  articulately  and 
persuasively  have  been  the  hallmarks 
of  his  professional  capabilities.  At  the 
forefront  of  his  personal  attributes  are 
decency,  fair-mindedness  and  good 
humor.  Additionally,  and  of  enorm¬ 
ous  importance  to  this  writer.  Bill 
Baldwin  has  been  a  caring  and  wise 
mentor. 

The  Staff  and  Trustees  of  the  Founda¬ 
tion  shall  remain  grateful  to  Bill 
Baldwin  for  his  distinguished  leader¬ 
ship  and  friendship. 


Field  Museum  of  Natural  History  —  Chicago , 
Illinois 


A  grant  of  $1,500,000  was  authorized  toward 
the  renovation  of  museum  exterior  and  Stanley 
Hall. 
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The  Trustees  of  The  Kresge  Founda¬ 
tion  awarded  $49,130,000  to  165 
charitable  organizations  in  1987.  The 
number  of  grants  and  the  total  dollar 
amount  both  reflect  an  approximate 
9%  increase  over  1986. 

The  grant  recipients  were  located  in 
38  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 
As  in  prior  years,  the  Foundation  has 
no  predetermined  grant  budget  by 
field,  geography  or  type  of  project. 
The  projects  supported  in  1987  in¬ 
cluded  41%  for  construction  of  new 
facilities,  33%  for  renovation  of  exist¬ 
ing  facilities,  and  18%  for  combined 
renovation  and  new  construction.  The 
purchase  of  real  estate  and  equipment 
both  accounted  for  3%  of  the  total 
while  2%  of  the  grants  were  made 
toward  other  projects.  For  28%  of  the 
grantees,  1987  was  the  first  year 
assistance  was  sought  from  the 
Foundation.  An  additional  20%  had 
previously  submitted  unsuccessful 
proposals. 

The  165  grants  were  made  on  a  chal¬ 
lenge  basis.  The  successful  applicant 
typically  had  raised  some  funds 
toward  a  project  and  then  requested 
a  specific  challenge  grant  to  provide 
leverage  in  raising  the  balance  neces¬ 
sary  to  complete  full  project  funding. 
Thirty-two  of  the  grantees  outlined 
plans  to  utilize  a  Kresge  challenge 
grant  to  raise  not  only  the  balance  of 
their  building  costs  but  also  funds 
earmarked  for  operating  and  main¬ 
tenance  endowments.  In  total,  the 
1987  grantees  presented  strategies  to 
help  raise  $165,621,000  in  additional 
gift  support  toward  their  projects. 


Approximately  7,000  information  re¬ 
quests  were  received  in  1987. 
Responses  were  made  in  all  cases  and 
normally  included  the  pamphlet 
describing  the  Foundation's  policies 
and  application  procedures  and/or  its 
Annual  Report.  Foundation  staff  held 
630  appointments  and  telephone 
conference  calls.  In  addition,  the 
Foundation's  Information  Workshop 
Program  was  continued,  whereby  off¬ 
site  seminars  were  conducted  with 
potential  grantseeking  organizations.

Tax-exempt  charitable  organizations 
operating  in  the  fields  of  (a)  higher 
education  (awarding  baccalaureate 
and/or  graduate  degrees),  (b)  health 
care  and  long-term  care,  (c)  social 
services,  (d)  science  and  environment, 
(e)  arts  and  humanities,  and  (f)  public 
affairs.  Full  accreditation  is  required  for 
higher  education  and  hospital  appli¬ 
cants  and  is  viewed,  where  appropri¬ 
ate,  as  a  positive  factor  for  all  others. 

Recent  deficits,  declining  use  statistics 
or  less  than  two  years  of  operation  are 
unfavorable  factors. 

For  what  purposes? 

(a)  Construction  or  renovation  of 
facilities 

(b)  Purchase  of  major  capital  equip¬ 
ment,  or  an  integrated  system, 
at  a  cost  of  at  least  $75,000 

(c)  Acquisition  of  real  estate 

Requests  specifically  toward  debt 
retirement,  furnishings,  church  build¬ 
ing  projects,  or  projects  which  are 
substantially  completed  at  the  time  of 
application  are  not  eligible. 

Special  Program 

The  Kresge  Foundation  will  accept 
applications  for  a  challenge  grant 
program  to  upgrade  and  endow 
scientific  equipment  and  laboratories 
in  colleges  and  universities,  teaching 
hospitals,  medical  schools,  and  re¬ 
search  institutions.  Applications  may 
be  submitted  from  April  1,  1988 
through  March  31,  1990  whether  or 
not  a  traditional  bricks  and  mortar 
application  has  been  submitted.  For 


details,  request  a  pamphlet  entitled 
"The  Kresge  Foundation  Science 
Initiative" . 

May  endowment  be  incorporated 
into  a  grant  proposal? 

Grant  funds  must  be  applied  only  to 
eligible  project  costs,  but  the  chal¬ 
lenge  component  can  address  the 
raising  of  endowment  funds  as  well. 
This  can  be  operating  and  mainte¬ 
nance  endowment  to  support  the 
specific  project  or  general  endowment 
as  part  of  a  larger  campaign.  In  either 
case,  the  fund  raising  deadline 
applies  to  the  raising  of  all  of  the 
funds,  both  for  the  project  and  for  the 
endowment. 

How  are  grants  awarded? 

On  a  challenge  basis;  no  matching 
formula  is  involved.  Foundation 
grants  are  approved  in  the  midst  of  a 
fund  raising  effort,  on  the  condition 
that  the  rest  of  the  funds  be  raised  by 
an  agreed  deadline.  Kresge  grants  are 
neither  the  first  nor  the  last  funding 
of  a  project. 

When  may  an  application  be 
submitted? 

At  any  time  throughout  the  year,  but 
only  once  in  any  12  month  period. 

Generally,  application  should  be 
made  when  the  requirements  out¬ 
lined  in  this  description  can  best  be 
fulfilled.  Important  considerations 
include: 

(a) Project  Definition  —  The  scope 
of  a  project  should  be  specifically 
defined,  including  estimates 
based  on  advanced  architectural 
plans  or  actual  costs  (if  already 
under  contract). 

(b) Fund  Raising  Strategy  —  A 
detailed  plan  should  be  pre- 
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sented  which  includes  antici¬ 
pated  fund  raising  progress  from 
the  date  of  submission  to  the 
expected  date  of  announcement 
of  a  Kresge  grant.  A  specific 
dollar  amount  should  be  re¬ 
quested,  and  a  deadline  for 
obtaining  the  remaining  gifts, 
pledges  or  other  commitments 
should  be  stated.  The  challenge 
role  of  a  Kresge  grant  in  helping 
to  raise  the  balance  of  funds 
should  be  made  clear. 

(c)  Financing  and  Approvals  —  Any 

long-term  financing  (5  years  or 
more),  regulatory  approvals 
(Certificate  of  Need,  zoning,  etc.) 
or  purchase  agreements  (real 
estate)  required  for  completion  of 
the  project  must  be  formally 
committed  prior  to  applying  or 
imminent  (within  one  to  two 
months  of  submission). 

When  are  decisions  announced? 

New  grant  commitments  are  an¬ 
nounced  on  a  monthly  basis  February 
through  June  and  September  through 
December.  Declinations  are  an¬ 
nounced  throughout  the  year.  Gener¬ 
ally,  a  decision  will  be  reached  within 
five  months  of  application  receipt  or 
earlier,  depending  upon  the  volume 
of  requests  under  review.  Applica¬ 
tions  will  be  acknowledged  when 
received  and  a  specific  review  time¬ 
table  will  be  provided  at  that  time. 

What  are  the  conditions  of  a  grant? 

Grants  are  paid  shortly  following 
compliance  with  two  conditions: 

(I)  raising  the  balance  of  the  funds 
required  to  complete  the  project 
by  an  agreed  deadline; 


(II)  signing  of  project  contract(s), 
notification  of  project  costs  and 
assurance  that  such  costs  are 
within  available  resources. 

May  appointments  be  made? 

Yes,  although  they  are  not  required 
and  are  held  only  at  the  initiative  of 
the  applicant.  Telephone  conference 
calls  may  also  be  arranged. 

When  possible,  it  is  suggested  that  a 
meeting  or  call  occur  prior  to  the 
submission  of  a  proposal,  thereby 
permitting  useful  clarification  of  the 
Foundation's  application  procedures 
and  policies. 

What  about  future  requests? 

If  the  Foundation  has  declined  a 
request,  the  applicant  may  reapply 
twelve  months  after  the  original 
request  was  submitted.  Requests  may 
be  for  the  same  project,  provided  it 
remains  eligible,  or  for  another 
project.  Such  applications  should  be 
complete  in  all  respects  without 
reliance  upon  previously  submitted 
information. 

Organizations  which  have  previously 
received  a  grant  commitment  may 
apply  toward  a  different  project, 
provided  the  payment  conditions  of 
any  prior  grant  have  been  fully 
satisfied.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
DECEMBER  31,  1987  AND  1986 


NOTE  1  -  INVESTMENTS: 

The  Foundation  accounts  for  its  investments  on  a  fair  market  value  basis.  Realized 
and  unrealized  gains  or  losses  on  investments  are  determined  by  comparison  of  cost 
to  proceeds  and  fair  market  value,  respectively.  Cost  is  determined  on  an  identified 
lot  basis.

In  order  to  further  diversify  its  investments,  in  1986  the  Foundation  sold  all  of  the 
contributed  shares  of  K  mart  Corporation  and  realized  gains  of  approximately  $193  million. 


NOTE  2  -  OTHER  ASSETS: 

Other  assets  consist  primarily  of  interest  receivable  and  property  and  equipment. 
The  property  and  equipment  is  being  depreciated  on  the  straight-line  method  over 
the  estimated  useful  lives  of  the  assets. 

NOTE  3  -  APPROPRIATIONS  AND  EXCISE  TAX  REQUIREMENTS: 

Payments  on  appropriations  for  contributions  in  1987  and  1986  were  $39,195,000  and 
$42,480,000,  respectively.  Amounts  returned  to  the  Foundation  representing  unused 
balances  of  prior  year's  payments  were  $200,000  in  1987.  None  were  returned  in  1986. 

The  Internal  Revenue  Code  requires  that  the  Foundation  make  annual  minimum 
appropriations  for  contributions.  The  Foundation  is  also  subject  to  a  2%  federal  excise 
tax  on  net  investment  income,  including  realized  gains,  as  defined  in  the  Code.  Due 
to  a  change  in  the  Code,  the  Foundation  began  making  estimated  tax  payments  in 
1987,  thereby  substantially  reducing  the  tax  payable  at  December  31,  1987.
